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As modest and unassuming as 
he is, it's a little disarming to 
carn that Terry Davis is a certified 
imergency Medical Technician 
EMT), past president of South 
jummit Ambulance Association, 
nd that she has had hands-on expe- 
icnce with virtually cvery type of 
nedical emergency during her 13 
cars of service. 

As an EMT, Terry plays the in- 
redibly important role of extricat- 
ng, Stabilizing and "packaging" for 
ransport, and then transporting ill 
nd injured patients from the emer- 
ency scene. Her most dramatic cx- 
ericnce involved the stabilization 
nd transport of Addam Swapp to 
Nasatch County Hospital follow- 
ng the altercation at the Singer 
arm in Marion. 

Terry is quick to point out that 
Vasatch County Hospital is their 
lesignated resource hospital. Dr. 
jeorge Pitts is the medical director 
here and provides the required med- 
cal backup for the EMTs. This in- 
ludes education and training, as 
vell as an advisor on policy and 
rotocol. 

Dr. Pitts or another medical staff 
nember is on call 24 hours every 
ay to insure the highest standards 
f care. The South Summit ambu- 
ances are stationed in Kamas and 
re dispatched by the sheriff's de- 
artment as calls come in on the 
11 line. 

Sandee Toone, R.N., is the di- 
ctor of the emergency room and is 
Iso responsible in helping to keep 
1e EMTs up to date on their train- 


ing. All of the members are certi- 
fied at Level I, a 120-hour course 
which prepares them to extricate 
trapped accident victims, stabilize 
spinal injuries, stop hemorrhaging, 
splint broken bones, administer 
oxygen, take vital signs and gener- 
ally stabilize the patient for ambu- 
lance transport to the Wasatch 
County Hospital emergency room. 


The training is on-going and ev- 
ery EMT is required to re-certify 
each month on defibrillation for 
heart attacks and how to start an 
maintain IV therapy. 

Nine of the members are certified 
with 16 hours additional training as 
Level II. This qualifies them to 


start an IV, which is very helpful in 
treating shock in trauma patients 
while establishing a lifeline to re- 
place body fluids and to administer 
drug therapy. 


In describing the South Summit 
EMT relationship with Wasatch 
County Hospital, Terry Davis 
commented that the physicians and 
nurses provide invaluable assistance 
and backup, and insure that the care 
given is of the highest quality. 

"We have an excellent working 
relationship,” said Terry, "and the 
level of care we give would not be 
possible without our resource hos- 
pital. We very much appreciate 
their support."

Fate and Wasatch EMT's 
Save Couple From Drowning 


A couple of twists of fate put 
two Wasatch County EMT's in a 
` position to prevent an unidentified 
Sandy couple from drowning at 

- Deer Creek the night of May 16. 

- Barbara Murdock reported that 
she and her daughter, Launa 
Nielsen, had lingered about ten 
minutes after a medical seminar in 
Provo, before heading up the 

-canyon to their homes in the Heber 
: Valley. They arrived at the dam at 
about 11:30, where a man flagged 
them down and asked if they had a 
Tope. 

He said two people were in the 
“water, in the comer near the dam 
‘spillway, and it was so steep, 
mossy, and slick that they couldn't 
“get out. She said there happened to 
ibe a long rope in the back of her 
‘pickup truck left there after a 
‘camping trip. They lowered the 
Tope and pulled the couple to safety. 
: Murdock commented that if she 
zand her daughter had left the semi- 


nar earlier or later, or had not had 
the rope, which is rather unusual. 
"We would have had a couple more 
drowning victims. I know they 
would not have made it.” 

She said the couple explained 
that they had had car trouble on the 
dam and while the man was trying 
to fix the vehicle, the woman 
“answered a call from nature." She 
was next to a fence and when an 
approaching car startled her, she 
jumped the fence and landed in the 
water. 

The man said when she couldn't 
get out, he took off his vest and 
cowboy boots and went in after her. 
But he said he couldn't get any foot 
hold on the wall and was only able 
to hold on by digging his finger- 
nails into a crack in the cement. 

He hollered to a six- or eight- 
year-old girl, who was with them, 
who Murdock assumed was the 
daughter of the woman, and the 
child flagged down a motorist. He, 


in turn, stopped the Murdock vehi- 
cle, but no one else arrived at the 
scene." 

Murdock said the water is just 
barely above freezing near the dam 
and that hypothermia was affecting 
the woman, but the man appeared 
to be okay. The rescuers wrapped 
the victims and began to warm 
them up. They offered to take the 
pair to the Utah Valley Medical 
Center, but they said they just 
wanted to go to a Heber City mo- 
tel. 

There was also a little boy, two 
or three years old, with the couple. 

By the time they arrived at the 
motel, Murdock said the woman 
had begun to warm up. 

There is one more twist to this 
story. Murdock's son, Doug, had 
also attended the Provo meeting but 
left as soon as it ended. He told her 
he had seen the little girl standing 
on the dam but that she wasn't do- 
ing anything. 

Murdock said there weren't many
